The Menlo Park police moved into their new station 
Nov. 28 and, within about four days, their old headquarters 
was completely removed from the grounds. 

This is as it should be. All buildings 
should be so demolished, when their truly temporary use 
is over. 

In spite of the fact that the police department's old 
building went down in accordance with a schedule, ‘it's 
almost the only building in the old Dibble hospital area to 
be so razed. 

All this in spite of the fact that, when the hospital 
was put up, in 1943 and 1944, there were all sorts of assur- 
ances that the hospital would be removed “within a year” 
after the end of the war. 

One advantage has accrued from the retention of the 
old hospital buildings and it’s one we can’t ignore: The 
empty wards provided an ideal, low-rent environment in 
which Stanford Research Institute, the city’s largest em- 
ployer and most impressive industry, could get its start 
Outfits like SRI don’t rise full-grown, like a Phoenix, from 
piles of ashes. Without the hospital wards, it’s doubtful 
that SRI could have got its start in Menlo Park, so we 
should be grateful that‘ the buildings were here. 

Nevertheless, our gratitude is tempered with the con- 
sideration that temporary buildings, so-called, should be 
just that — or, as an alternative, we ought to quit lying 
to ourselves when we put them up.

The latter, as read- 
ers of the news columns are 
aware, has been instituted on 
a portion of the Sharon estate. 

As a matter of fact, some 
of the occupants of buildings 
in the Linfield Oaks zone have, 
through the years, indicated 
that the city might have been 
able to ask even higher zoning 
restrictions than those asked 
in the late 40’s, when the “pro- 
fessional-administrative” clas- 
sification was established. 


The Linfield Oaks zone 
calls for a 35 per cent maxi- 
mum coverage of land by 
buildings, a definite ratio of 
offstreet parking to office 
space and other limits such 
as a minimum lot size of 
more than an acre and the 
rule that each building 
should have but one occu- 
pant. 

These were considered pretty 
high. 

Businessmen, who previous- 
ly had operated out of multi- 
story office buildings in metro- 
politan communities such as 
San Francisco, probably were 
a little taken aback by the pro- 
spect of paying so much good 
money for land required by 
city ordinance to remain va- 
cant forever. 

Nevertheless, businesses — 
with Allstate and Lane Pub- 
lishing Co. in the van—bought 
the land and started to build. 

The attractiveness of the new 
“countrified” atmosphere for 
business soon became readily 
apparent. The companies 
which moved in first became 
concernéd with the preserva- 
tion of that atmosphere, too. 

The result has been that, 
through the years, they’ve col- 
lectively fought the encroach- 
ment of apartment zoning* on 
the territory; they've been 
zealous in watching to make 
sure that plans for new build- 
ings in the zone conform to all 
the laws and, on occasion, they 
have even made parking sur- 
veys and other studies. 

Petitions by businesses in 
the professional-administra- 
tive zone, asking the city to 
relax its high standards, 
have been conspicuous by 
their absence. Apparently 
everybody doing business 
there likes things the way 
they are. 

And what of the two “early 
settlers” — Allstate Insurance 
and Lane Publishing oCmpa- 
ny? 

They were the first to buy 
land in the new Sharon estate 
zone, in which 20 per cent land 
coverage will be the maximum 
allowed, with other restrictions 
to match. 

In spite of the fact that the 
Linfield Oaks professional-ad- 
ministrative zone was a pace- 
setter and continues to‘be a 
great advantage to the city 
both in regard to,payroll and 
tax base, it’s p@ssible that nei- 
ther the city, which set up the 
zone, or its oceupants, who’ve 
maintained the restrictions on 
it, will have the last say on 
what ultimately happens to it. 

That’s because the state di- 
vision of highways, in search 
of a route to connect Dumbar- 
ton bridge with Sand Hill road 
for realization of ‘the ‘“Fracy 
to Pescadero Freeway,” might 
conceivably settle on a line 
which goes directly caves 
the area.

Some .architect will get a 
nice Christmas present on 
Thursday, Dec. 22, when the 
board picks an architect for 
the $2-million Hall of Justice 
addition which has been tab- 
bed as the first project to be 
financed by sales tax reve 
nue. (We revealed that very 
news two-weeks ago if you 
remember.) 

This four-story unit will al- 
leviate the courtroom shortage 
and allow expansion for' other 
offices and takes priority over 
the long-planned five-story ad- 
ministration building for 
which plans are now nearly 
completed. It is estimated the 
courtroom addition ean be fi- 
nanced in two or three years. 
And yes, propgtty owners get 
a break, too because this fi- 
nancing will save between $144 
and $2 million in interest 
alone. 

Although a service pin ' 
may or may not be very val- 

uable in itself, countless coun-
